New Delhi, the 16 th April 1957 

No. 7/57,—In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the Imports and 
Exports (Control) Act 1947 (18 of 1947), read with clause 11(h) and the proviso 
to clause 12 of the Imports (Control) Order, 1955, the Central Government hereby 
makes the following amendments in the Open General Licenrp No. IV issued 
vide Government of India, Ministry of Commerce and Industry, Import Trade 
Control Order No. 15/55, dated the 11th November, 1955:— 

In the said licence for the provisos (a) and (b) in para I the following shall 
be substituted, namely:— 

“(a) The defect in the goods previously imported is noticed before the 
clearance of the goods from the Customs House and is brought to 
the notice of the Customs authorities and 

(b) It is proved to the satisfaction of the Customs authorities that the 
goods so found defective Or otherwise unfit for use, are actually 
returned to the manufacturer or consignor or are destroyed, or sur¬ 
rendered to or vested in Government for such action as they may 
deem fit, within three months from the date of clearance from the 
Customs House.”
